Oue  of  the 
streets  near  Soho  Square,  either  Dean 
street  or  Filth  Mreet,  was  the  scene  ol 
action.  Uook  was  lounging  up  one  of 
lhe  street*,  in  company  with  Tertv.  the 
when  they  aaw  through  a  kitc  hen 
*dww  preparation*  for  a  handsome  din- 
ner.. 

"What  a  fea»t"  said  Terry  Jolly  .log*: 
shonld  like  to  Leone  nf  them.” 

“I’ll  ln»k»  my  bet.”  returned  Hook, 
'that  I  do:  call  tor  me  here  at  10 
o'clock,  and  Ton'll  find  that  I  shall  be 
able  to  give  a  tolerable  account  of  the 
worthy  gcntlemaa'a  champagne  and 
venison.” 

So  saving  he  marched  up  tb*  steps, 
An  Authoritative  rap.  and  was 
quickly  lost  to  the  sight  of  his-  astonish¬ 
ed  companion.  As  a  matter  pf  course 
he  waa  immediately  ushered  iivby^the 
servant,  as  an  unexpected  guest,  into  the 
drawing  loom  where  a  large  party  bad 
already  aswmb'cl.

OF  THE  INALIENABLE  RIGHTS  OF 
‘  AN  AMERICAN  CITIZF.N 

In  all  the  constitutions.  Federal  and 
State,  the  people  have  rescrved'Lb  them* 
selves  certain  right*  and  immunities,  which 
none  of  their  grtvemmentff  are 'allowed  to 
interfere  with,  and  it  is  impoitont  that 
you  should  understand  these. 

As  an  American  citizen,  yon  are  a  free 
man  ;  and  no  one  lias  a  right  to  enslave 
your  person,  except  for  crime,  ol  which 
you  must  first  be  convicted,  upon  a  fair 
trial  in  open  court  ;  or  to  take  Irom  you 
your  property,  except  by  due  process  of 
law. 

You  have  a  right  to  believe  what  you 
please;  to  worship  God  a*  you  please  ;  to 
express  your  opinions  on  all  subjects  free¬ 
ly  (but  you  may  be  punished  for  libelous 
attacks  on  your  fellow  men);  to  print 
what  you  please  (with  the  same  restric 
lion);  to  assemble  with  whom  you  please, 
lor  lawful  and  proper  objects ;  to  pctiliau 
the  State  or  Federal  Government  for  rc 
dress  of  grievances. 

You  have  a  right  to  he  arrested  only  for 
cause  mentioned  in  u  proper  and  legal 
warrant,  served  by  aifituthorizcd  officer  ol 
'he  law,  who  muse  show  you  his  authority 

You  have  a  right  to  lie  released  on  bail 
unless  charged  with  a  capital  crime ;  and 
to  be  produced  before  the  neared  court  on 
a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  in  order  that  lhe 
court  shall  decide  whether  your  arrest  snd 
confinement  were  properly  made,  and  for 
sufficiently  probable  canoe. 

You  have  a  right  to  a  speedy  trial  by 
jury,  to  be  confronted  with  .the  wilne 
against  you,  to  engage  a  competent  parson 
lor  your  defense,  and  to  know  at  once  and 
definitely,  before  your  arrest,  what  yau 
art  charged  with. 

You  hare  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  proper 
court  lor  protection  to  your  persop  and 
property  ;  and  if  tb*  constituted  antbori 
ties  fail  to  protect  you,  you  have  aright  to 
damages  for  their  neglect. 

You  have  a  right  t«  lie  serai*  in  yoq^ 
hooee  against  searches  by  officers  of  tbe 
|*w,  except  on  proper  warrant,  which  hiust 
first  be  shown  to  you,  and  for  sufficient 

Too  hsve  a  right  to  keep  ant)  bear  anna, 
but  not,  in  moat  of  oar  States,  to  carry 
(hem  sanemiled  upon  your  person. 

You  have  a  right  to  sue  for  damage*  any 
offiuw  of  tbe  law  who  arrests  or  tries  you 
in  an  unlawful  manner,  — _ 

These  are  Iho  tarred  and  inalienable 
right*  of  all  American  citix.  ns,  and  no 
constitution  or  l»w  can  deprive  him  ol 
them.  They  make  him  aer  nrr  against  un 
just  or  Piurping  rulers,  snd  against  un 
•erM^uloat  attacks  from  a  feltow-cltixrn. 
They  enable  the  citizen  to  lie  sal  we  gainst 
injustice,  or  to  olitaio,  bystimm  ry  or  un 
mediate  method*,  redress  against  unjn«t 
•tack*.  Thay  art  possessed  by  all  the 
people  -women  and  eh  I  Id  re  w  a*  well  aa 
man.
